A House suf>committee which 
conducted n Lhree-year gtudy of 
the American welfare System last 
week recommended onding the 
Aid to Families with Dependen t 
Childrcn (AFDC) program and 
ïood stamps, The proposed 1HS- 
nin ta* credit program wmjld 
provide a total of 53,600 in grants 
and tax credit*» to a poverty- 
atneken family of four with two 
udults and S3 t 0OO for a family of 
four with one adult. 

According to Rep, Martha W, 
Griffithjs, who rdeased the House 
study, the proposed new program 
wou ld cost the federal govem* 
ment 1157,4 biltion annually. 
comparwi with thé estimaled 
5142 bjlïion being «pent in the 
tuirent fiscal year on such socia! 
service programs a .s welfare.

In a society 
whth the facades of democracy, 
the purpose of educatïon is lo 
estahllsh psycbofogicol. politica! 
and economie bulwnrks agaïnst 
the possibility thatany significant 
portion of the peopte woüld roi^e 
and conaiatently pursue hard, 
critkül questiotis about the very 
nature of the derrmcracy itsélf.

He said. for eiorople, that police 
can stop a car for somethmg such 
as a humt out laiilighi and can 
arrest the people m the eer if Lhey 
see something illegal mside the 
car,

suispt-cied of commiUing a crime 

lack the same righte a 5 older 

suspects. For insiance, they said. 

juveniles cannot gel nut on baiJ. 

Denial of the righls of the 

acciised to juvetiiles stopped 

when the court System slopped 

labetmg youn^ suspects "crimi- 
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nals,*' they said. But whem it 
slopped labeling Lheni ‘*crimi- 
nals." it also look away their 
rights. although it continued to 
treal them os crimmals. 

The inslitulïon of n böil [>ro- 
gram and jury trials would assure 
thal juveniles recoive more jus- 
lice, the tawyers pointed dut. A 
suitable baU program would be ah 
OR program in wbich the suspect 
can be released on his öwn 
recognizance, 

Since there is no bïiil, the 
juvenile is gene rally forced to 
spend about 1Ö days in jat) before

The attorneys also descritaed 
the need for a program to get 
specialiste to teetïfy in behalf of 
Blacks. They pointed out thal 
judgesare usuaUy White and that 
White juvenile defendants who 
get specialiste to teslify in their 
behalf, are usually released, 

The White judge could gel a 
balanced profile oF the Black 
defendant if a program wére 
inslituted in which Black suspecte 
could utilize the services of 
specialiste such as psychologists, 
psychiatriste, sociologists and 
prnbmion officers, The specialisls ” 
could testify that the Black 
defendsnt w^uld beüer serve the 
communjLy if were pJaced in 
sometypeof program rather than 
go to jail, The testimony of such 



‘Mister* the Supreme Court says 
if you drive with a burnl-aut 
taiilighti you betorjg to tte. ' 
specialiste wou ld keep judges 
from alwoys immedialely locking 
up Black defendants. 

The Charles Huston Law Club, 
whose mombers conduct the legal 
classes at the beaming Center, is 
a gmup of Black Bay Area 
attorneys whn feet that the White 
Bar Associalion fails to satisfy the 
needs of Black lawyers. 

In addUion to pursuing various 
sociat and civil rights objectives, 
the Club mombers banded lo- 
gether to increase their earning 
power, enhance their knowledge 
of the law and exchange ïdeas. 

The Luw Club also conducts an 
üducationaE program on televtsion 
and a referral service to direci 
people in the communïty to nn 
appropriate attomey.

The AUendanl Care/Home- 
moker Program povides mrniey lo 
disabled, blind and aged people 
to hirc in-home altendanls to 
assist them in taking care of 
ihemselves and in Household 
chores so that they can live 
normal lives oulside of under* 
staffed, unequipped instiluLions, 

Without sufficiënt funds to 
allow the Program to service their 
neet! 3 . many of the 60,000 bénefi- 
ciaries of this Program wi 11 be 
Lotally helpless and thereforc 
forced to enter homes or state 
institutïons. Others roay be able 
to dopend on friends or families, 
hut their abiEity to be indepen¬ 
dent, self-sufficienl hulman be 
ings will be ended. 

San Francisco County Welfare 
Di rector Ronald Born reporls 
that his deportment is approxi- 
motely S2.6 million short of 
adequately meeting the needs of 
disabled and senior cilizons in his 
area. 

Bom ndds that San Francisco 
County will run out of money for 
the Program by March, 1975, 
unless additional funds are ac- 
quired. 

San Diegn County faees a 
deficit of $2 million and, as a 
resuU, 25 per cent of the persons 
servicéd by the Program will be 
terminated. Los Angeles County 
is $5.9 million short and esti- 
mates that it wdll run out of 
funds completely by March or 
April of 1975, 

Rresently, the AUendanl Care/ 
Homemaker Program offers a 
maximum of S-150 o monlh fnr 
in-home atteadant care. Roei- 
pients pomt out, however, that 
today's high prices coupled with 
the fact that none of the ostnh- 
hshed programs for genera! care 
— Soda] Security, disubility, 
welfare — are adequately fund- 
ed. mpko survival diffieuH,

Last weeks de monstra tors* 
most rif ih^m White, gathered in 
front of a statue commemnrating 
Black Ctvjl War enfïstees. where 
they sang civil rights songs and 
ware addressed by speakers. 
"Can anyone believe that people 
using or condoning violente as 
well as vulgar ratial epitheta art 
mak mg a democratie protest 
against busing? Mrs. King 
osked. “No. They are making an 
undemocmtic assault on equal- 
ity. 

The school-busing conlrüversy 
hos featured mob streel violence 
by Whites attempling lo keep 
Black children out of segregated 
schools in South Boston, and 
massive White absemecism froni

Heralded by chorus es of “We 
ShaJ] Mot Be Moved," Mrs. Kinje 
said it was important for everj'- 
one r including thnse nol cnmmil- 
ted lo busing, to oppose attacks 
on school mtegratiou.

(San Fracisco, C'alif.l — Federal 
District CourL Judgc Robert F. 
Puck ham rul cd recCntly that aJl 
the school districts in the state of 
Califomin must slop giving J.Q 
tests to Black school children. 

The decision is based upon the 
dctcrminatsün that all such lests 
presendy given lo school children 
are cuUurallv hmyed and do not 
propeHy lakt- into account the 
cullural background and exper- 
ie neen of Black children. 

By state lavv, slandnrizcd 
intoJligence tests were given loalf 
Mud ent 5 en rolled in public 
schools before they can be pJaced 
in classes for the educable 
men Lolly retarded. School officals 
throughout tbe state have, in the 
past, relïed uptm the I,Q. test 
resulLs Ui ia bel many normal 
Black children as menLally rc- 
(tnkd. 

PSïaiOUKiJSTS 

Th ree psychdogists, Drs. 
Marold Denl. Wilüam Piercc, and 
Gerald West, who are membera 
of the Bay Aren Association óf 
Black Psychologists. re-evaluated 
these children and found that 
ihey were nnt retarded* but 
actuaUy of at least normei 
intelligence and did not bedong in 
thtjse classes. 

As a result, the lawsuit was 
fiJed by attorneys from Public 
A do v cafés, Ine., San Francisco 
Neighborhood Legal Assislance 
foundation, and the NAACP 
Legal Defense Fund, on behalf of 
oll Black school children in 
Cafifornin who have been or irniv 
in the future be classified as 
men Laf ly retarded. 

School district^ likt? San 
Vrsncittco and Los Angelos, which 
have 25 to 30 per cent Black 
ehiJdren in their schools, have 
classes for the retarded which are 
60 per rtmt Black. Throughout the 
aiau- of Caljfomia, approximiitely 
nine per cent of the cJuJdren in 
ttjfj «chool# are Black yel 25 per 



cent of the studeoLs in the classes 
for the rolardcd are Black. 

A discussion of percentages 
atone doos nol adcquatcly convey 
the serious nature and awesome 
magnitude of the problem In the 
school year 1972-1973, there were 
approximately 5,600 normat 
Black children labelled rcAarded 
and placed or reiamed in the 
special educotion classes. 

The consequenter to these 
children have been devaslaling. 
These ore Black children of 
normal intelligence, who have 
been wrongfully labelled retarded 
and that fact has been noted on 
Lheir permanent school record, 
avaUable to future leachers as the 
children progress Lhrough school F 
to govemmental aulhoriües. and 
even to employees, 

The most desiructive 
consequences, however. is the 


impact that being labelled 
reUrded lias on these children 's 
self-image of their own worlh and 
ability and lheir future.

Ford hos estnblishod the worst 
balling average in veto con- 
frontalions with Congress of any 
President in thïs cenlury.

(Oakland. Calif.) - Amid a state of confusion 
and awkwardness lik en cd by one speaker to 
' Alice in Wonderland, the firsi indicalions of 
city ^ovvmjïienl responsiveness to community 
demands tonceming the imple mente tion of the 
$12.5 mtJIion federal Community Development 
pn^rum toofc place hêre last week. 

At a pacfced work sessiou on Friday* 
December 6, the Oakland City Council 
tmanimduflly voted to: 

lil Centralire the Community Developmenl 
program within the strucLure of the city 
govemment within o year to 18 monlbs; 

(|21 Most importantly, as a first step prior to 
such centraliz,aüon, to develop plans fnr a 
contract Lo be worked out with the Oakland 
Redevelopment Agency to coordinato the 
Community DoveIopment program in the 
interim. 

The vote is, in effect, a victory for the 
numenms flatland organisations and mdividu- 
als —induding Ms. Kinine Brown of the Black 
Panthcr Party—wbn for the lasi monih have 
demanded that John B. Williams and his 
Redevelopment Agency staff head up the naw 
social services program. 

The Community Development program wül, 
when implemenled, represent the consolida- 
tinn of ü number of formerly auUmnmnus 
program£ funded by CaUfgOrical grants 
from the U.S Pcpartment of Kousing and 
Urbar. Devetopment. Set into motion when 
Congress passed the Ifuusing and Communliy

Devclopment Act of 11374. the program allows 
local city govemments more leeway, with 
fewer sirings atiacherï, in the use of federal 
fpnds lo solve blighted and delerïürating 
conditions for inner-city residents. In the first 
year of the program, the city of Oakland is 
schcduied lo receive $12*5 million, 

Typically, the local city govenxment has 
hesilated, half-stepped and delayed taking 
action on the new program for almost one year, 
and now in their rush to comply as the deadline 
nears, have come almost full circle. Open 
laughter was heard from the audience last 
Friday as the Council confused themselves 


with Iheir own ' doublospeak" whilc working 
out whal had almost bccome u full blown crisis 
at top city government levels. 

Last January, a motton by Councilman Joe 
Coto authorized the Oakland Redevelopmeni 
Agency (ORA| to de volop plans for the 
imple mental ion of Community Developnmni 
(CD) in Oakland. Their report, released in 
Tune, pmposed that it be rcnamed the 
Community Developmenl Agency and that it 
absorb othcr city programs — including war-on- 
poverty programs and Model Cittcs-in a 
Consolidated attack upon ClaklantCs néglected 
social and physical problems.

"THE KLANSMEN” OFFENDS BIGOTS 


(Öök land, Calïf,| Th c Klan s - 
men is basically a good film. 
although some reviinvers have 
bl&stcd it for being trasby and 
vylgar ft is underslandable that 
White bigots and dcEenders of the 
siatus quo wouid fee] offonded by 
the mrivie s message. 

The message cónstiLuies both a 
warmng and a prediction. Il is a 
wamïng lo diehard White racisls 
that if they fad lo slop théir ill 
treatment of Black people, they 
will face deslrucLion ot the hands 
of the óppressed Black masses. 
who are growing sick and tired of 
being trampled on all their lives. 
The predicüon ïs that unless 
Blacks receive o beller break 
from America fast. they will rise 
up in arms to take their freedom. 

The message is halched oul in 
several subplots which roveai 
much of the twisted psychology of 
the deep South Rapé. which 
seems to greatly occupy the 
minds of the poor racbts in this 
small Alabama eommumly, oc- 
curs three Umes in the film.
